As the above 
figures were taken from the sworn 
statement of M c C o r m ic k himself they 
are entitled to the fullest consideration 
The Scientific American in an article 
upon ‘‘The Profits Wo Pay” gives the 
cost of manufacturing each part of a 
scwiug machine and sums up the re­ 
sult of its investigation witli this 
statement:

$18,000,000, aud the agents received 
even a greater profit than the m anu­ 
facturers, m aking over 
$40,000,000 
profits drawn from the pockets of the 
farmers in a single year by three sew­ 
ing machine companies, 
and their 
agents.” Hundreds and thousands of 
other articles are paying similar prof­ 
its. Hundreds of millions of dollars are 
thus taken from producers annually. 
No wouder that farming does not pay 
better, and th at laborers and mechan­ 
ics cannot live at the prices they re­ 
ceive for labor. Cut off these profits 
and the laborer can lay by money up­ 
on half th e salary. Could the consu­ 
mers buy these articles of necessity at 
cost or with a fair profit added, a suf­ 
ficient am ount could be saved to pay 
the taxes of every farmer in Los A n­ 
geles county. 
The Grangers and pat­ 
rons of husbandry have made a great 
mistake in waging war with the dry 
goods merchants and provision dealers 
The latter are the consumers *of the 
products of the farm and aid the far­ 
mer to keep up the prices of articles 
which every farmer lias to sell. 
In 
lieu of having au agent to purchase all 
articles of prime necessity on a farm 
direct from the manufacturers, and 
thus save the enormous sums which 
they pay to middle men, they have 
established grocery stores all over the 
country by which they do not save 
five cents a month, but they starve 
out their best customers and destroy 
the m arket for their own produce. 
Groceries aud dry goods do not usual­ 
ly pay a profit to the retailer of over 
ten per cent, but the reaper before 
reaching the farmers hands pays a 
profit of three hundred per cent, and 
the sewing machine a thousand per 
cent. Before farmers’co operative so­ 
cieties can be of real benefit to the poor 
agriculturist, they must reduce these 
immense profits on necessary m achin­ 
ery. 


T h e Democracy of California are 
again in power and the party is on 
its trial. 
The thinking tax-paycrs 
gave the Democracy their votes ex­ 
pecting a return to the old Democratic 
principles of honesty aud economy. 
The Republican party in this State 
has been execrated for its extruva- 
gance and misrule, and the people of 
the State are looking to the now dom­ 
inant party for relief.
